Since  I  have 
paid  my  money  once  again,  I  thought  it 
would  be  ok  now  to  offer  a  few  sugges- 
tions. 

I  really  like  a  lot  of  your  shows, 
"Mandy"  especially,  your  special  shows 
such  as  "War  &  Peace,"  "Way  Out 
Westheimer,"  your  coverage  of  the 
"National  Women's  Political  Caucus".  I 
also  like  Tony  Ulrich's  show,  Ira  Black's 
new  show  and  occasionally  the  lunch 
show.  I  do  agree  with  those  who  say  that 
such  shows  as  Fat  City  (now  defunct)  and 
the  lunch  show  tend  to  be  less  profes- 
sional and  often  have  a  lot  of  "inside" 
jokes,  meaningless  talk  or  just  too  much 
talk. 

I  also  have  a  suggestion  concerning  the 
radio  guide.  I  think  that  although  you 
try  very  hard,  you  assume  too  often  that 
the  readers  know  what  the  regular  shows 
are  about.

Dear  Pacifica, 

I  just  got  my  Radio  Guide  (yes, 
it's  the  24th)  and  felt  like  writing. 
I  live  in  Naperville,  111.,  and  don't 
get  to  hear  any  of  your  programs. 
But  from  looking  through  the  Radio 
Guide  I  can  see  that  they're  pretty 
good.  I  should  say  they  look  great! 

This  is  the  first  letter  I've 
written  to  you  in  a  long  time  so  I 
have  a  lot  to#rsay.  First,  I'm  glad 
that  the  people  down  at  the  station 
seem  to  be  examining  their  own 
ideas.  It  should  make  a  real  dif- 
ference. 

I'm  all  in  favor  of  giving  away 
Radio  Guides  and  have  another 
suggestion.  Why  don't  you  get  lib- 
raries to  keep  Radio  Guides  with 
the  magazines?  It  would  be  a 
public  service.  How  can  they  turn 
that  down?  I  even  know  of  one 
library  in  western  Houston  that 
has  Rolling  Stone. 

It  was  good  to  see  the  school 
mentioned  several  times  in  the 
guide.  Someone  finally  realized 
that  there's  more  to  Houston  school 
than  the  board  meeting.  Things 
should  start  changing  as  far  as 
education  in  Houston  is  concern- 
ed and  Pacifica  could  be  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  whole  thing. 
(I  hear  you  had  Terry  O'Dowd 
on  the  radio  for  a  two  hour  open 
discussion,  GREAT!) 

Recently,  I  found  out  for  myself 
that  non-commercial  radio  is  the 
only  way.  I  did  a  research  paper 
on  advertising  and  its  affect  on 
radio  (FM)  programming.  The  final 
result  was  that  I  learned  the  more 
concern  a  station  has  for  sponsors 
the  less  concern  it  has  for  the 
community  that  it  supposedly 
serves.  The  two  vary  invaresely; 
the  greater  sponsor  concern  is,  the 
less  is  available  for  people.  Lack 
of  concern  for  people  can  result 
in  boring,  dishonest  and  mean- 
ingless programming. 

Here  in  Illinois,  a  small  group 
of  us  are  trying  to  start  a  radio 
station  at  our  school,  (Naperville 
Central).  We've  talked  to  a  lot 
of  people  and  everyone  seems  in 
favor  of  it.  All  we  have  to  do 
is  figure  out  costs,  get  students 
support  and  go  to  the  school  board. 
We  hope  to  make  it  sort  of  a 
creative  outlet  for  students  and 
make  it  available  to  anyone  who 
wants  to  use  the  station.  It  could 
be  heard. 

Sorry  there's  no  money  this 
time.  But  if  I  can  save  S30  by 
June  vou'll  get  an  increase  on

While  we  are  determined  to  have  Pacifica  back  on  the  air  as 
quickly  as  possible,  it  looks  like  our  repair  bill  could  be 

in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,000.  For  a  station  that  has  always 
operated  on  a  very  limited  budget,  that  is  going  to  hurt. 

KPFT  is  your  radio  station.  If  you  ve  enjoyed  listening  in 

the  past,  perhaps  now  is  the  time  to  make  a  special  effort 

to  enable  us  to  maintain  a  healthy  signal  in  the  future.  For 

our  part,  we  will  be  working  hard  to  see  that  the  programs 

listed  in  this  month* s  radio  guide  come  true.

The  long-awaited  hearing  be- 
fore the  Federal  Communicat- 
ions Commission  on  the  matter 
of  Pacifica's  application  for  the 
last  remaining  broadcast  license 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  lasted  just 
over  two  days.  As  three  of  Pacif- 
ica's existing  licenses  have  not 
been  renewed  and  KPFT's  license 
has  never  been  granted,  the  hear- 
ings have  great  significance  to  thp 
whole  Pacifica  broadcasting 
operation. 

The  matter  is  again  in  abey- 
ance while  Pacifica's  attorneys 
seek  clarification  of  the  issues 
involved.  This  surprise  turn 
came  on  the  third  day  when 
Thomas  Schattenfield,  repre- 
senting Pacifica,  addressed  Ad- 
ministrative Law  Judge  James 
F.  Tierney  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

If  it  please  the  Court  it  is 
with  a  great  deal  of  emotion  that 
I  am  making  the  following  request 
and  statement  as  counsel  for 
Pacifica  Foundation.  I  would  hope 
that  all  those  present  will  recog- 
nize there  is  absolutely  no 
personal  animus  involved. 

Pacifica  Foundation  operates 
noncommercial  educational  FM 
stations  in  four  major  markets 
throughout  the  United  States  -- 
in  Berkeley,  Los  Angeles,  New 
York  and  Houston.  Pacifica 
Foundation's  qualifications  to 
provide  the  services  it  does  to 
its  listening  audiences  have  been 
before  the  Commission  innumer- 
able times  over  a  period  stretch- 
ing back  to  the  late  forties  — 
these  qualifications  have  been 
passed  upon  and  grants  issued, 
albeit  without  a  hearing. 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of 
trying  Pacifica  Foundation's 
qualifications  to  operate  a  stat- 
ion in  the  Washington,  D.C.  area 
—  a  station  which  officers  and 
directors  of  Pacifica  Foundation 
felt  would  be  peculiarly  qualif- 
ied to  serve  the  needs  and  in- 
terests of  the  citizens  of  that 
community  with  its  programm- 
ing. Initially,  Pacifica's  applicat- 
ion was  designated  for  hearing 
with  the  application  of  another 
group  —  a  station  in  the  metro- 
politan Washington  area.  Now 
Pacifica  is  faced  with  a  Hearing 
on  its  qualifications  —  a  hearing 
in  which  there  are  no  competing 
applicants  — on  issues  the  metes 
and  bounds  of  which  have  never 
been  defined  to  the  understand- 
ing of  the  Foundation,  or  its 
counsel.  Two  days  of  Hearing 
have  already  taken  place  and  it 
has  become  eminently  clear  that 
the  parameters  of  the  Hearing 
are  going  far  beyond  anything  en- 
visioned by  the  Foundation  or  its 
counsel. 


While  we  have  no  wish  here 
to  quarrel  with  rulings  entered 
by  the  Judge  in  this  case,  the 
parameters  of  the  Hearing  have 
been  explained  to  the  point  where, 
if  Pacifica  Foundation  were  to 
continue  on  the  present  basis,  we 
would  be  reacting  to  guidelines 
which  have  not  been  clearly  de- 
fined in  this  proceeding  and  which 
do  not  appear  anywhere  in  any 
of  the  decisions  of  the  Commiss- 
ion. 

The  first  two  days  of  hear- 
ing demonstrate  that  if  Pacifica 
Foundation  were  to  continue  on 
the  present  basis,  the  hearing 
would  utilize  so  many  of  the 
resources  —  both  personal  and 
financial  —  available  to  the 
Foundation,  that  the  reallocation 
of  those  resources  to  this  "fight" 
would  affect  adversely  the  over- 
all vitality  of  our  four  operating 
stations. 

At  this  point,  we  respectfully 
request  that  the  Judge  grant  a 
motion  allowing  us  to  seek  clarif- 
ication on  the  issues  by  the  Com- 
mission so  that  Pacifica  may 
know  the  parameters  of  the  issues 
it  will  be  required  to  meet  in 
this  proceeding.  If  this  motion 
is  denied,  Pacifica  Foundation 
will  proceed  to  file  with  the 
Commission  on  the  grounds  that 
the  lack  of  guidelines  for  this 
process  is  depriving  it  of  a  fair 
and  complete  hearing  under  the 
Administrative  Procedure  Act 
and  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States   —  that  a  Hearing 


such  as  is  presently  being  con- 
ducted cannot  help  but  have  a 
chilling  effect  not  only  on  the 
operating  Pacifica  stations  but  on 
all  other  stations  which  believe 
in  the  principle  of  free  speech 
and  the  programming  of  all  points 
of  view  — including  the  unpopular 
—  throughout  the  United  States. 

Pacifica  Foundation  believes 
that  there  is  enough  information 
in  its  application  and  supporting 
Documents  that  a  protracted 
Hearing  is  not  necessary  to  pass 
on  its  qualifications  to  provide 
a  service  to  the  people  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  sur- 
rounding areas.  To  reiterate, 
we  believe  that  the  very  nature 
of  this  Hearing  as  it  has  de- 
veloped without  any  parameters 
known  to  Pacifica  Foundation 
cannot  but  have  a  chilling  effect 
on  free  speech. 

The  foregoing  request  is  not 
made  lightly.  It  was  discussed 
last  evening  over  a  more  than 
five-hour  period  with  associates 
as  well  as  with  members  of 
Pacifica's  Board  of  Directors, 
many  of  whom  were  present  in 
this  Court  room  the  last  several 
days. 

We  strongly  press  upon  you, 
Sir,  our  petition  to  allow  us  to 
secure  the  Commission's  clarif- 
ication of  the  scope  of  the  issues 
in  this  proceeding  and  to  grant 
us  a  continuance  of  this  Hearing 
for  that  purpose." 

The  attorney  for  the  Broad- 
cast Bureau  of  the  FCC  objected 
to  the  request  for  continuance, 
but  Judge  Tierney  granted  it. 
The  two-page  order  Judge 
Tierney  released  on  April  9  is 
reprinted    here    in    its    entirety: 

At  the  hearing  session,  April 
4,    1973,    and    as    is    more  fully 


described  in  the  record,  appli- 
cant in  a  preliminary  statement 
urged,  by  way  of  oral  motion 
(on  grounds,  principally,  raised 
considered  and  disposed  of  here- 
tofore) a  further  clarification  of 
the  issues  to  be  tried.  Failing 
thai,  at  this  level,  applicant  noted 
it  planned  to  "expeditiously" 
seek  "extraordinary  relief" 
from  the  Commission  by  separate 
petition. 

F3r  reasons  stated  in  the 
record,  the  reasons  propounded 
in  previous  Orders,  in  response 
to  interlocutory  pleadings,  as 
well  as  the  argqment  and  reason- 
ing of  Broadcast  Bureau  counsel 
in  response  to  the  aforesaid  oral 
motion,  that  motion  was  denied. 
Thereupon,  applicant  pleaded,  by 
further  motion,  for  a  continuance 
of  the  ongoing  hearings,  so  that 
it  may  pursue  what  it  seeks.  The 
Bureau  strenuously  opposed  this 
latter  motion  for  stated  reasons. 

In  spite  of  the  total  lack  of 
merit  to  the  grounds,  articulated 
by  applicant  (on  repeated  occas- 
ion) that  it  could  not  get  a  "fair" 
hearing  under  prevailing  con- 
ditions and  that  its  treatment  by 
this  Commission,  among  other 
foreboding  but  unfounded  predict- 
ions, frustrates,  thus  unlawfully 
impinges  its  Constitutional  and 
other  rights,  the  motion  for  con- 
tinuance, nevertheless,  was 
granted. 

The  cardinal  reasons  for,  as 
well  as  the  metes  and  bounds  of, 
the  grant  of  continuance  should  be 
amplified  here.  It  is  more  than 
apparent  that  applicant  seeks  and 
has  sought  to  shape  the  "para- 
meters" of  this  designated  case 
to  its  own  mold,  perhaps  fancy. 
It  thus  further  demonstrates  its 
historical  reluctance  to  progress 
forward  without  that  assurance. 
One  needs  but  reflect  on  the 
record  to  date  and  the  applicant's 
various  interlocutory  pleadings, 
particularly  its  unlawyerlike  at- 
tempt at  circumvention  of  a  pub- 
lished ruling  of  the  Presiding 
Judge,  to  note  that  it  may  seem 
imprudent  indeed,  if  not  improv- 
ident, to  have  favorably  re- 
sponded to  the  motion  for  con- 
tinuance,   other    dispositive  and 
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final  remedies,  at  this  level,  be- 
ing at  hand. 

Without  more,  and  noting  the 
repeated  willingness  -  perhaps 
folly  -  of  the  Presiding  Judge 
to  bend  the  common  sense  at- 
tributes of  fairness  -  due  pro- 
cess -  to  virtually  embarassing 
proportions  because  of  the  lupine 
cries  of  the  applicant,  he  gave 
the  applicant,  so  to  speak,  a  more 
than  poetic  second  bite  of  the 
apple  of  its  hoped-for  appellate 
sanctuary.  There  is  no  need  to 
note  that  what  applicant  failed 
repeatedly  to  gain  by  earlier 
pleading  tactics,  it  planned  pur- 
suit of  "extraordinary  relief" 
at  the  Commission  level,  under 
these  premises,  seems,  at  best, 
foreign  to,  thus  outside  of,  ac- 
cepted and  traditional  practice 
and  procedure.  Hence,  after 
pause  and  careful  deliberation, 
reason  alone  compels  that  the 
bounds  of  the  continuance  granted 
shall  terminate  at  the  moment 
of  Commission  disposition  of  the 
applicant's  planned  petition. 
Whatever  else  the  applicant  may 
wish  to  do,  it  may  do  inde- 
pendently. In  any  event,  the  case 
shall  resume  at  the  call  of  the 
Presiding  Judge,  on  subsequent 
Order.  To  await  the  suggested 
eternity  of  appeal  voiced  by 
the  applicant  would  not  only  be 
the  height  of  folly,  but  worse,  an 
intolerable  affront  to  the  ends 
of  justice. 

The  case,  with  the  full  know- 
ledge and  accord  of  the  parties, 
had  perhaps  no  more  than  ten 
days  to  run  its  full  course  to  con- 


clusion. It  resumed,  having  been 
designated  in  the  year  1969,  after 
almost  interminable  delay  and 
maneuver  and  after  applicant  had 
successfully,  bought  out,  albeit 
validly,  its  competitor  for  the 
facilities  sought.  From  the  long 
history  of  this  case,  it  cannot 
escape  rational  conviction  that 
the  applicant  has  studiously  at- 
tempted to  avoid  the  sunlight  of 
exposure  of  its  qualifications  to 
be  a  licensee  of  the  broadcast 
facility  in  question  in  a  full  and 
fair  hearing,  unless  it  be  on  its 
own  terms.  Its  preconceived  and 
unsubstantiated  notions  of  a  kind 
of  pervasive  bias  on  the  part  of 
this  Commission  and  its  staff, 
are  not  only  disingenuous  but 
under  the  touchstone  of  genuine- 
ness, worthless. 


Thus,  this  action  will  more 
formally  confirm  and  affirm  the 
matters  disposed  of  orally  in  the 
record  and,  should  it  not  have 
been  noted,  or  perhaps,  overlook- 
ed, whatever  action  the  Bureau 
wishes  to  pursue  hereafter,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  in- 
terlocutory appeal  and  other  pro- 
cess conducive  to  the  proper 
dispatch  of  the  Commission's 
business  and  in  pursuit  of  the 
ends  of  justice,  the  Bureau,  by 
this    action,    is   free   to   do   so. 

SO  ORDERED.

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If  you  have  a  company  or  a  product  that 
advertises,  think  about  the  Radio  Guide  next 
time  you're  placing  ads.  The  Guide  reaches 
8,000  primary  readers,  and  nobody  knows  how 
many  more  see  it.  Each  month,  2,500  are  mailed 
to  subscribers  who  care  enough  to  plunk  down 
their  hard-earned  cash  to  keep  Pacifica  alive. 
Another  5,500  are  distributed  at  stores  through- 
out the  city. 

Considering  the  circulation,  it's  cheap.  Call 
Mike  Zee,  224-4000. 
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Before  Marconi  seized  world 
attention,  native  experiments  in 
wireless  communication  had  gen- 
erally worked  in  obscurity, 
getting  newspaper  attention  only 
as  items  of  the  bizarre,  like  the 
finding  of  dinosaur  eggs.  Later 
years  brought  to  light  that  there 
had  been  a  number  of  such  ex- 
periments .... 

There  was  the  mysterious 
figure  of  Nathan  B.  Stubblefield, 
whose  gravestone  in  Murray, 
Kentucky,  names  him  the  Father 
of  Radio  Broadcasting.  He  is 
said  to  have  transmitted  voice 
as  early  as  1892  and  made  pub- 
lic demonstrations  in  1902,  in- 
cluding one  is  Philadelphia  and 
another  near  Washington.  His  U  S 
Patent  #887,357,  obtained  in  1908 
was  the  subject  of  long  litigation, 
which  won  him  victories  but  not 
revenue.  He  died  of  starvation  in 
1928    in    a    shack    in    Kentucky. 

These  were  early  starters, 
pre- Marconi.  Now,  with  wireless 
a  center  of  attention,  there  would 
be  experimenters  by  hundreds 
and  by  thousands.  For  a  number 
of  these  the  dream  would  be 
different:  speech  and  music.  With 
them  a  new  era  began,  associated 
with  the  terms  wireless  tele- 
phone .  .  .  radio  telephone  .  .  . 
radiophone    ....    radio    .    .  . 


Already  Fessenden  had  his 
mind  on  voice  transmission.  To 
accomplish  this,  he  proposed  a 
heresy.  The  wave  sent  out  must 
not  be  as  in  the  Marconi  sys- 
tem an  interrupted  wave  or 
series  of  bursts.  Instead  it  must 
be  a  continuous  wave,  on  which 
voice  would  be  superimposed  as 
variations  or  modulations.  This 
heresy  became  the  foundation  of 
radio. 

In  1901,  using  a  telephone 
microphone,  Fessenden  super- 
imposed a  voice  on  such  a  wave. 
Now  he  needed  a  detector  more 
sensitive  than  the  primitive  co- 
herer. By  1902  he  had  one,  an 
'electrolytic'  detector.  This  and 
similar  detectors  soon  came  to 
fairly  wide  use. 

Fessenden' s  ideas  went  beyond 
the  aims  and  funds  of  the  Weather 
Bureau;  and  moreover,  Fessen- 
den was  nettled  by  a  govern- 
ment tendency  to  consider  all 
his  findings  its  property.  But 
two  Pittsburgh  financiers,  T  H 
Given  and  Hay  Walker  Jr  now 
decided  to  back  his  experiments. 
The  National  Electric  Signaling 
Company  was  formed,  to  which 
they  contributed  cast  —  event- 
ually almost  $1,000,000  ---  and 
Fessenden  his  patents  and  ser- 
vices.   He   moved   to  the  shore, 


hmm; 
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One  of  its  first  leaders  was 
Reginald  Aubrey  Fessenden,  a 
Canadian,  who  had  worked  for 
Thomas  Edison  at  his  New  Jer- 
sey laboratory  and  for  the  West- 
inghouse  company  in  Pittsburgh. 
In  1893  he  had  become  professor 
of  electrical  engineering  at  West- 
ern University  later  renamed 
University  of  Pittsburgh  where 
he  had  experimented  in  Hertz- 
ian waves.  In  1900  the  Weather 
Bureau  of  the  U  S  Department 
of  Agriculture,  stirred  by  the 
Marconi  excitement,  employed 
him  at  $3000  a  year  to  test 
the  idea  of  disseminating  weather 
information  by  wireless. 


first  to  Chesapeak  Bay,  then  to 
Brant  Rock,  Mass.  He  turned 
to  General  Electric  in  Schene- 
catady  to  construct  for  him  the 
kind  of  alternating-current  gen- 
erator he  felt  was  needed  for  his 
transmission.  At  General  Elec- 
tric the  regular  designers  con- 
sidered his  ideas  absurd,  and 
they  gave  the  task  to  a  recent 
immigrant,  Swedish-born  Ernst 
F.  W.  Alexanderson,  who  had 
studied  with  Professor  Slaby  in 
Germany;  the  newcomer  was 
"crazy  enough  to  undertake  it." 
After  many  difficulties,  the  need- 
ed "alternator"  was  installed  at 
Brant  Rock. 


A  climax  to  these  events  came 
on  Christmas  Eve,  1906.  Over 
a  wide  area  ship  operators,  with 
earphones  to  head,  alert  to  the 
crackle  of  distant  messages, 
were  snapped  to  attention  by  a 
"CQ,  CQ"  in  Morse  Code.  After 
a  moment  they  heard:  a  human 
voice  coming  from  their  instru- 
ments -  -  someone  speaking!  Then 
a  woman's  voice  rose  in  song. 
It  was  uncanny!  Many  of  them 
called  their  officers  to  come  and 
listen;  soon  the  wireless  rooms 
were  crowded.  Next  someone  was 
heard  reading  a  poem.  Then  there 
was  a  violin  solo;  then  a  man 
made  a  speech,  and  they  could 
catch  most  of  the  word. 

They  were  hearing  a  Christ- 
mas Eve  broadcast.  The  violin 
solo  was  played  by  Fessenden 
himself  (Gounod's  "O  Holy  Ni- 
ght") and  his  also  sang  a  few 
bars  and  read  verses  from  Luke. 
The  woman's  voice  came  from  a 
phonograph  recording  of  Handel's 
"Largo."  At  the  end  Fessen- 
den wished  his  audience  a  Merry 
Christmas  and  promised  another 
broadcast  on  New  Year's  Eve. 
Those  listening  were  asked  to 
write  to  R  A  Fessenden  at  Brant 
Rock,  and  many  seem  to  have 
done  os.  The  New  Year's  Eve 
program,  of  similar  pattern,  was 
heard  by  ships  as  far  away  as 
the  West  Indies,  including  banana 
boats  of  the  United  Fruit  Com- 
pany .  .  . 

The  appearance  of  speech  in  the 
ether  generated  enormous  ex- 
citement. Listeners  had  long  used 
headphones  because  they  made  it 
possible  to  catch  weak  signals. 
An  operator  expecting  dots  and 
dashes  would  occasionally  hear 
on  his  phones  a  voice  or  frag- 
ment of  music.  Such  episodes 
wer  reported  in  the  newspaper 
and  not  quite  believed.  Then  one 
day,  it  happened  to  oneself.  Man- 
ning caught  a  test  by  Fessenden 
—  some  talk  and  music: 

"When 
I  heard  it  I  thought  I  was  going 
crazy  ...  I  had  never  heard 
anything  like  it.  I  was  living  in 
a  rooming  house  up  on  72nd 
Street  -  -  -  I  believe  —  at 
the  time  and  I  called  in  several 
people,  and  they  heard  it,  so  it 
was  real." 


John  A  Fetzer,  who  was  to 
become  a  midwestern  broadcast- 
ing pioneer  and,  during  World 
War  II,  chief  radio  censor  in 
the  U  S  Office  of  Censorship. 
Had  a  similar  boyhood  exper- 
ience in  Lafayette,  Indiana.  His 
brother-in-law,  a  dispatcher  on 
the  Wabash  Railroad,  had 
interested  him  in  telegraphy  and 
in  1913  helped  him  start  in  wire- 
less They  built  a  70-foot  antenna, 
which  could  pull  in  the  time  sig- 
nals from  NAA,  Arlington, 
"Every  night  we  would  set  our 
clocks  with  great  satisfaction, 
always  marvelling  at  the  ability 
of  man  to  conquer  distance." 
Then  on  a  night  in  November, 
1913, 

"we  were  suddenly  startled 
to  hear  violin  music  bursting 
forth  from  the  headphones  .  .  . 
as  far  as  we  were  concerned, 
a  miracle  never  to  be  explained. 
This  phenomenon  occurred  for 
fully  twenty  minutes.  The  head- 
phones were  passed  around,  we 
called  in  the  neighbors,  all  of 
whom  agreed  that  not  a  single 
one  of  us  was  having  daydreams."
